N April 1, 1915, orders were received

Not only were faculty 
lecturers lined up, but specialists anywhere who 


} could contribute knowledge to the mass of the 


profession. Some of the best Jecturers came 


from some of the smaller towns of the province. 


The first schedule of subjects and list of lec 
tures was drawn up in 1920. And when the On 
tario division of the Canadian Red Cross was 
approached with a request for aid in financing 
they agreed to give a grant of $5,000 a year for 
three years. So the Ontario Medical Association 
—with this Red Cross help—during the first year 
sent out no less than 250 speakers to the various 
societies, paying their travelling expenses and 
giving each of them a $10 fee for a lecture that 
might take one of them on a thousand mile trip 
there and back, less than he might receive for a 
single consultation. 

There is no financial reward in it for the dis 
tinguished men who have gone forth up and 
down the province for the last seven 
preaching the gospel of up-to-date medicine and 
surgery. It has been, for them, a work of devo 
Yet more than 1,500 lectures have been 
d in that time by eminent surgeons, 
physicians and medical teachers. They have lec 
tured ta an aggregate attendance of between 
20,000 and 25,000 doctors. There is no measur 
ing the effects such a concerted effort at teach 
ing and learning has had on the practice of 
medicine in Ontario. 

Altogether the Ontario Medicai 
has 800 subjects all told now listed.

that the Canadian Medical Association should 
inaugurate a national. schem based on lines 
similar to the plan which had been so successful 
in Ontario. In response to demands, Dr. Routley 
crossed Canada in 1924 and felt out the need 
and the hope of in: urating a national scheme 


This scheme came into being. There was n 
question of there being a need and of there being 
a supply of teachers and lecturers ready to give 


their time and energy to spreading the gospel 
The problem was one of money 

This problem was finally put up to the Sun 
Life Insurance Company. “How much,” asked 
Mr. T. B. Macaulay, the president, “will it cost 
to send these speakers all over Canada for a 
year?” He was told that the program would 
take $30,000 to carry out This money was 
granted, from September, 19 to September, 
1926. It was renewed for the year following 


A similar amount was granted a third time and 
is being spent during the current year. 

It says something for the usefulness of such 
a plan of extra-mural post-graduate instruction 
for doctors in actual practice—as a means of 
helping the general health of the country—that a 
great insurance company is willing to spend 
nearly $100,000 in t years backing it. 

During the first year of the national scheme’s 
169 men, representing the cream
